Secretary of State Robert Lansing 
made the foregoing facts plain to- 
day when asked akput the possibil- 
ity of settling the present critical 
differences through outside agencies. 
He rejected as unworthy of consid- 
eration every suggestion of indi- 
rect dealing between the responsible 
heads of the two governments. 

No Americans Ordered Home. 

Instead of ordering American cit- 
izens to leave Mexico, aS Was done 
when William Jennings Bryan was 
secretary of state in the first Wil- 
son administration, and relations be- 
tween the two republics reached the 
point of an open break, Secretary 
Lansing said today that nota single 
American had been advised to re- 
turn to this country.

As Choice for the Presi- 
dency — Democrats for 
Wilson for Third Term 
‘If He Is Candidate. 


Pierre, S. D., December 2.—Major 
General Leonard Wood was indorsed 
for president of the United States 
by the republican state convention, 
after a@spirited struggle in which 
Governor Frank -O. Lowden, of Illi- 
nois, came out second best. While 
the republicans were meeting in one 
legislative chamber at the _ state 
capitol, the democratic state con- 
vention in the opposite chamber in 
dorsed President Wilson for a third 
term by unanimous vote. 

Under .the Richards state pri- 
mary law, the county delegations 
cast their vote on the basis of their 
voting strength at the last state 
electfon, and a majority was neces- 
sary to indorse or nominate. Wood 
received 28,599 votes and Lowden got 
15,442. The vote necessary to in- 
dorse was 25,558. 

The republican convention was 
turned into a turbulent session late 
today when the anti-Wood faction 
halted a roll call on presidential 
indorsement and urged that the 
county delegations withhold their. 
vote on that question. After this 
move was defeated, its supporters 
swung their strength to Lowden. 

The republicans then quickly in- 
dorsed Governor Calvin Cooliedge, of 
Massachusetts, for the vice presi- 
dential nomination. A few §scat- 
tering votes were cast for Theodore 
Roosevelt, Senator Hiram Johnsen 
and Henry Allen, of Kansas. Demy 
ocrats did not indorse a man for 
vice president. 

Governor Peter Norbeck was nom- 
inated for United States senator by 
the republicans to oppose Senator 
Kd S. Johnson, who was renominat- 
ed by the democrats. 

The only other presidential possi- 
bility mentioned at the democratie 
convention was William G. McAdoo. 
Atter President Wilson was indorsed 
a delegate moved that the conven- 
indorse McAdoo in the event 
that President Wilson decided not 
to be a candidate, but the motion 
was ruled out of order.

Added Tax Values Would 
Offset Expense of Spring 
Street Improvement in 
Year, Says Mr. Mills. 


City Urged to Provide, 


for Future. 


Request which the mayor, mem- 
bers of the street committee and a 
delegation of property owners wil] 
make of the Fulton county commis- 
sioners this afternoon, that in addi- 
tion to paving and grading Spring 
Street, they assume part of the 
suppImentary cost, such as readjust- 
ing buildings and constructing re- 
taining walls, will meet with re- 
fusal, according to statements made 
Tuesday by Oscar Mills, chairman of 
the public works committee of the 
board. From Marietta street to 
North avenue this cost has been es- 
timated at $227,150.98. 

It is not fair to ask the board 
to assume this additional burden, 
he said, and declared that the finan- 
cial limitations of the county would 
not permit it, even though the 
board were willing to do so. 

Mr. Mills made it clear that this 
was his own individual opinion, and 
that he had not conferred with any 
other member of the board on the 
expected reg est from the city. 

For Undertaking. 

The county commissioners are 
heart and soul in the undertaking, 
Stated Mr. Mills, and would feel that 

great blow had been struck the 
city if it should meet with failure. 
He pointed out that this is an im- 
provement the accomplishment of 
which would enhance property val- 
ues on Spring street sufficiently to 
pay back in increased taxes to the 
city within ayear’s time, the ex- 
penditure necessary to put the 
project through. 

Depleted condition of the county 
treasury has been brought about, 
Mr. Mills added, through virtually 
carrying the city for the past four 
years, the county paying the city’s 
share of the cost of street improve- 
ment projects in every section of 
the city, and aiding with a large 
sum at the waterworks plant. 

Pursuing this program, asserted 
Mr. Mills, necessitated raising the 
county tax rate this year from 75 
cents to 9 cents on the hundred 
to overcome thedeficitin the county 
treasury caused by coming to the 
city’s rescue. 

Suggests Emergency Tax. 

“Now I can’t see where we can 
participate .in building retaining 
walls and the like when we have 
already come forward and said we 
would do the grading and paving 
free, and I believe the city feels the 
Same way about it,” he said. 

He suggested an emergency, tax if 
Atlanta cannot meet the expendi- 
ture by any other means. Atlanta, 
he pointed out, is expected to be- 
come a city of 500.000 within the 
next ten years, and has got to get 
out of the present rut and provide 
for the future. Her waterworks 
must be .wiproved, her school system 
enlarged, her fire and police depart- 
ments increased.

Asked to Report Viola-

4 O'Clock. 


Governor Dorsey yesterday joined 


hands with the regional coal com- 
mittee by issuing: a proclamation 
urging the people of the state to 
comply strictly with the regulations 
prescribed for fuel conservation and 
to report to officers designated by 
the committee any violations of the 
regulations, 

In addition to this he issued an 
order that all offices in the capitol 
close at 4 o’clock in accordance with 
the regulations and instructed the 
keeper of public buildings to see 
that lights and heat were cut off aft- 
er that hour. The order was gener- 
ally observed by the public officials 
although some of them said that it 
would be almost impossible to get 
through the Work on their desks-in 
the limited hours allowed. 

Governor’s Proclamation. 

The governor’s proclamation urg- 
ing the observance of the coal com- 
mittee’s regulations follows 

To the People of Georgia: The fol- 
lowing communication hag been re- 
ceived from the chairman of the re- 
gional coal committee: 

“In view of the critical situa- 
tion resulting from the coal min- 
ers’ strike, this committee has 
found it necessary to issue very 
drastic restrictions upon the use 
of fuel to protect the people and 
prevent the shutting down of 
utilities and suffering in homes, 
Which inevitably would follow 
exhaustion of our diminishing 
supply of coal. These regula- 

tions. effective noon Monday, De- 
cember 1, 1919, have been pub- 
lished 
placed in the hands of the rail- 
road officers and agents who are 
administering the details of the 
distribution of coal under the di- 
rection of this committee, and 


in the newspapers and 


have been mailed to all mayors 


and heads of public 
throughout this region. 

“Lacking the complete ma- 
chinery used by the fuel ad- 
ministration during the war, we 
recognize that wholehearted sup- 
port from all public officers will 
be needed to convey a proper 
understanding of these restric- 
tions to the people and to bring 
about enforcement where en- 
forcement may be necessary. 

“We would like to suggest 
that you ask municipal and 
county authorities specifically to 
be on guard and report prompt- 
ly to their chief officers or the 
local railroad representatives 
any apparent violation of these 
regulations.” 

Therefore, in compliance with this 
request I, Hugh M. Dorsey, governor, 
do issue this, my proclamation, urg- 
ing the people of this state to com- 
ply strictly with the regulations 
prescribed by those who have in 
hand the distribution of the coal 
supply and to report to the offi- 
cers designated by this committee 
any violation of these regulations.

City Abruptly Goes “Dry” 
When U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals Suspends In- 
junction. 


New Orleans, December 2.—New 
Orleans, wet since noon last 
Wednesday by District Judge Rufus 
Foster’s federal court injunction, 
went dry with equal abruptness at 
11 o’clock today, when Judges R. W. 
Walker and W. I. Grubb, of the 
United States circuit court of ap- 
peals, suspended the injunction and 
ordered that the war-time prohibi- 
tion act and the Volstead enforce- 
ment act be in effect once more in 
the eastern district of Louisiana, 

Liquor Sales Stopped. 
By virtue of the decision of the 


court to grant an order for super- 
sedeas sought bv the district attor- 
ney, liquor salés \were stopped as 
soon as notices cotkld be served on 
dealers. No statement was made as 
to whether liquor sales made during 
the period between the injunction 
and the writ would be considered 
illegal. 

Although the appellate court did /| 
not rule on the constitutionality of 
the war-time prohibition acts, Judge 
Walker, during the argument yes- 
terdayv. stated that it seemed evi- 
dent that the war was not formally 
ended, as the president even now 
was exercising war-time authority 
in strikes and other emergencies. 

The writ, according. to the de- 
cision, was granted to maintain the 
existing status pending the deter- 
mination by the supreme court of 
the United States of the constitu- 
tionality of the war-time prohibi- 
tion acts. 

Decision of the Court. 

“In view of the expected early 
and final decision of the supreme 
court of the United States upon the 
constitutionality of the acts in-’ 
volved,” said the decision. “we think 
the orderly administration of jus- 
tice requires the maintenance of the 
status until the supreme court has 
acted, and this would mean contin- 
ued enforcement of the statute un- 
til declared unconstitutional, if 
thet shon'td hanpen.” 

The original suit for injunction 
was filed by the Herman lLeiser 
Liquor company. of New Orleans. 
Federal authorities were restrained 
from interfering with the sale of 
linvor in this federal district.

BANDIT CARLISLE 
AT END OF TETHER 


Artful Robber Who for) 
Weeks Laughingly Elud- | 


ed Detectives Is Shot in 


Battle With Posse. 


Douglas, Wyo., December 2.—Wil- 
liam Carlisle, the artful train rob- 
ber, who for three weeks had 
laughingly defied civil, railroad and 
private detectives, was captured to- 
day near Glend, Wyo., after he had 
been seriously wounded. 

The bandit, who had_= secluded 
himself in the cabin of Frank Wil- 
liams about 18 miles from Douglas, 
fought desperately the posse which 
had been in pursuit until he fell 
from his wounds. He was. shot 
through one lung and while it was 
thought at first that the wound 
might cause his death, doctors late: 
declared it their belief that it would 
not prove fatal. 

Glad Chase Has Ended. 

Suffering from his wound and 
benumbed by the extreme cold, Car- 
lisle, when brought to the Douglas 
hospital, said: 

“I am glad the chase has ended.” 

Carlisle attracted nation-wide 
interest.when, after escaping from 
the penitentiary in this state, he 
held up and robbed the passengers 
on @ Los Angeles limited on No- 
vember 10. After that escapade, 
messg.uesS ? -porting to be from him 
and ~untin officials because of 
their vain efforts to capture him, 
were re ived through.ut the coun- 
try. 

It was reported recently that the 
chas had been abandoned, as it 
was helieved that the profilic bandit 
had gone the way of others in 
W yomi..g—into the hole-in-the- 
wall, in the “Bad Lands” of the 
state. 


A force of Union Pacific detec- | 


tives, headed by Charles Irwin, of 
Cheyenne, captured the bandit. 
Irwin also had aided in apprehend- 
ing Carlisle in 1916, after he had 
held up a Union Pacific train near 
Hanna,

then was strapped to a pa & .orse 
and carried down the mounta x. He

POINTED REFERENCE 
MADE TO RADICALISM 


But Right of Individual 
to Strike Is Held Invio- 
late, and Suppression Is 
Called Seed of Revolu- 
tion — Much of Trouble 
Credited to Delay on 
Treaty. 


Washington, December 2.—A di- 


legislative program to re- 


revise the tax system, curb unrest, 
reduce the cost of living and rectify 
labor and farming conditions was 
recommended by President Wilson 
today in his message to the new 
session of congress. 

The president asked for new tariff 
laws based on the nation’s changed 
relation to the rest of the world, 
suggested that the income and ex- 
cess profits tax schedules be sim- 
plified, advocated steps to improve 
rural conditions, and promote pro- 


duction, and declared fora “genuine 
democratization of industry” to pro- 


tect both labor and ‘capital. 

The railroad problem he reserved 
for a future message, and he made 
no statement of his intentions re- 
rarding the peace treaty or Mexico. 
Many of his recommendations were 
the same as those submitted to the 
special session last spring, and sev- 
eral of them are embraced in leg- 
islation already being formulated in 
the two houses, 

To meet the high cost of living 
the president asked extension of the 
war-time food control bill, federal 
regulation of cold storage, readjust- 
ment of food transportation, and es- 
tablishment. of a system of federal 
licensing for all corporations en- 
caged in interstate commerce. 

He declared the causes of unrest 
to be superficial and temporary, and 
made his only reference to the sen- 
ate’s failure to pritify the peace 
treaty in sayin? i gnat restlessness 
was due largely to the nation’s hes- 
itation in determining its peace pol- 
icy. The federal government, he 
declared, should be armed with full 
authority to deal in the criminal 
courts with those who promote vio- 
lence. 

Labor Conditions Discussed. 

In an extended discussion of labor 
conditions he declared the workers 
had just cause for complaint in 
many matters, and that there should 
be a “full recognition of the rights 
of those who work, in whatever 
rank, to participate in some organic 
way in every decision that directly 
affects their welfare.” He asserted 


that the right of individuals to 
must be held inviolate, but 
there must be a firm 
stand against “the attempt by any 
class to usurp a power that only

“Doesn't it seem that you are alt 
in a conspiracy to milk the public?” 
Judge Anderson asked. 

Newcomb said the mine workers 
are paid only 84 cents a, tan forthe 
coal they mine, while they have toe 
pay the operators $2.20 a ton for 
that coal on top of the mine and be- 
sides have to haul it themselves. 

Come Down All Around. 

“Ought not all.of you to come 
down all around?” Judge Anderson 
asked, and Newcomb said, “I guess 
you are right.” 

“Isn't it true that you say the 
mine operators get so much that 
you want part of their profits?’ per- 
sisted the judge. Newcomb said 
this also seemed to be the case. 

“I tell you,” said Judge Anderson, 
after he had been given this infor- 
mation, “working conditions will 
have to be impoved for this man. 
Why, gentlemen, I can hardly re- 
Strain my emotion when I think of 
the conditions ofthis man. And the 
whole country isinthe fix it:is on 
account of the-condition these men 
are in.” 

Newcomb sald his last pay check 
called for $82.27 for 14 days’ work, 
but that about $18 had to be taken 
out of it for powder and other ex- 
penses owed the mine operator.

When asked whether any of the 
Latin-American countries had offer- 
ed their services in the present sit- 
uation, Mr. Lansing said he had not 
heard from one of them on the sub- 
ject. Reference to the -fact that 
when American troops seized Vera 
Cruz in 1914, the A, B, C powers had 
Offered their services in adjusting 
the points under dispute, Secretary 
Lansing said he could not see ‘how 
they could be of service in this in- 
Stance. To a suggestion that a joint 
commission of Mexicans and Ameri- 
cans might consider the matters 
under dispute and agrive at a set- 
tiement, Secretary L&nsing said sig- 
nificantly such a thing had never 
entered his mind. 

It is understood that as a result 
of the present negotiations the re- 
lations of the United States with 
Mexico are to undergo radical re- 
vision, and they will be re-estab- 
lished under a new treaty, this eov- 
ernment being determined to bring 
about better neighborliness on the 
part of Mexico. The treaty of Guad- 
ulupe Hidalgo of 1848 is held to be 
obsolete, and therefore most of its 
articles are inapplicable at the pres- 
ent time and valueless for the fu- 
ture, 

British Sabject Kidnaped. 

The kidnaping of Norman Rowe 
by Mexican bandits has just been 
reported in official communications 
from Mexico City, it was learned to- 
day, and the activity displayed by 
the Carranza government in rescu- 
ing him has caused comment in of- 
ficial circles because .of the con- 
trast it presents with the Jenkins 
case. Rowe is a British subject who 
has lived in Mexico for many years 
where he has been a mining expert 
in the state of Zacatecas. He was 
kidnaped about the middle of No- 
vémber, near Fresnillo, a large min- 
ing-camp in Zacatecas. 

The British vice consul at Zaca- 
tecas reported the kidnaping to the 
consulate general in Mexico City) 
and at the same time made strong 
representations to the governor of 
Zacatecas. The consulate general 
made representations to President 
Carranza and it is said that within 
24 hours the entire machinery of the 
Mexican government, including the 
army, Was at work to effect the:res- 
cue of Rowe. No ransom was paid 
and lowe was quickly released. 

Senator Fali announced in the

‘Situation. He refused to reveal its 
contents, but it was understood that 
it will not be a demand for interven- 
tion but more an assurance from the 
senate that it is standing behind 
whatever action the state depart- 
ment may take.

Widespread Unrest. 

TIT would call your attention to the 
widespread condition (of political 
restlessness in our body politic. 
The causes of this unrest, while va- 
rious and complicated, are super- 
ficial rather than deep-seated. 
Broadly, they arise from or are con- 
nected with the failure on the part 
of our government to arrive speed- 
ily at a just and permanent peace 
permitting return to normal condi- 
tions, from the transfusion of radi- 
cal theories from seething Euro- 
pean centers pending such delay, 
from heartless profiteering result: 
ing in the increase of the cost of 
living, and lastly from the machina- 
tions of passionate and malevolent 
agitators. 

With the return to normal con- 
ditions this unrest will rapidly dis- 
appear. In the meantime it does 
much evil. It seems to me that in 
dealing with this situation congress 
should not be impatient or drastic, 
but should seek rather to remove 
ihe causes. It should endeavor to 
bring our country back speedily to 
a -ace basis, with ameliorated lv- 
ing conditions under th® minimum 

"restrictions upon personal liberty 
that is consistent with our’ recon- 
Struction problems. And it should 
arm the federal government with 
power to deal in its criminal courts 
with those persons who by violent 
methods would abrogate our time- 
tested institutions. With the free 
expression of our opinion and with 
the advocacy of orderly political 
change, however fundamental, 
there must be no interferénce, but 
towurds passion and malevolencé 
tending to incite crime and insur- 
rection under guise of political ev- 
Olution there should be no leniency. 
Legislation to this end has been 
recommended by the attorney gen- 
eral and should be enacted. In this 
direct connection I would call your 
attemtion to my recommendations 
on August 8, pointing out legisla- 
tive measures which would be ef- 
fective in controlling and bringing 
cown the present cost of living, 
which contributes so largely to this 
unrest. On only one of these rec- 
ommendations has the congress act- 
ed. If the government’s campaign 
is to be effective, it iS necessary 
that the other steps suggested 
should be acted on at once. 

Extension of Food Control. 

I renew and strongly urge the ne- 
cessity of the extension of the pres- 
ent food contro] act as toxthe period 
of time in which it shall remain in 
operation. The attorney general has 
submitted a bill providing.for an 
extension of this act for a period of 
six months. As it now stands it is

Such a law would af- 
ford « welcome opportunity to ef- 
fect other much-needed reforms in 
the business of interstate shipment 
and in the methods of corporations 
which are engaged in it: but for 
the moment I confine my recom- 
mendations to the object immediate- 
ly in hand, which is to lower the 
cost of living. 

On one who has observed the 
march of events in the last year can 
fail to note the absolute need of a 
definite program to bring about an 
limprovement in the conditions of la- 
bor. There can be no settled con- 
aqitions leading to increased . pro- 
duction and a reduction in the cost 
of living if labor and capital are 
to be antagonistic instead of part- 
ners. Sound thinking and an hon- 
est desire to serve the interests of 
the whole nation, as distinguished 
from the interests of a class, must 
be applied to the solution of this 
great and pressing problem. The 
failure Of other nations to consider 
tis matter in a vigorous way has 
bitterness and jealousies 
and antagonisms, the food of radi- 
calism. 

To Remove Grievances. 


The o way to keep men from 
eece ts Zainst grievances jis to | 


remove the grievances. An unwill- 
ingnessS even to discuss these mat- 
ters produces only dissatisfaction 
and gives comfort to the extreme 
elements in our country which en- 
déavor to stir up disturbances in or- 
der to provoke governments to em- 
bark upon a course of retaliation 
and repression. The seed of revo- 
lution is repression. The remedy 
for these things must not be nega- 
tive in character. It must be con- 
Structive. It must comprehend the 
Beneral interest. The real anti- 
dote for the unrest which manifests 
itself iS not suppression, but a deep 
consideration of the wrongs that 
beset Our national life and the ap- 
plication of a remedy. 

Congress has already shown. its 
Willingness to deal with these in- 
dustrial wrongs by establishing the 
eight-hour day as the Standard in 
every field of labor. It has sought 
to find a way to prevent child labor. 
It has served the whole country by 
leading the way in developing the 
means of preserving and safeguard- 
ing lives and health in dangerous 
industries. It must now help in the 
difficult task of finding a method 
that will bring about a genuine 
democratization of industry, based 
upon the full recognition of the 
right of those who work, in what- 
ever rank, to participate in some 
organic way in every decision 
which directly affects their welfare. 
It is with this purpose in mind that 
I call a conference to meet. in 
Washington on December 1, to con- 
sider these problems in all their 
broad aspects, with the jidea of 
bringing about a better  under-

Europe made Jabor the 
and antagonism and prostrated in- 
dustry. The right of labor to live 
in peace and comfort must be ree- 
ognized by governments, and Amer- 
ica should be the first to lay the 
foundation stones upon which indus- 
trial peace shall be built. 

Labor not only is entitled to an 
adequate wage, but capital should 
receive a reasonable return upon its 
investment, and is entitled to pro- 
tection at the hands of the govern- 
ment in every emergency. No gov- 
ernment worthy of the name can 
‘“nlay”’” these elements against each 
other, for there is a mutuality of in- 
terest between them which the gov- 
ernment must seek to express and 
to safeguard at all cost. 

The right of individuals to strike 
is inviolate and ought not to be in- 
terfered with by any process of gov- 
ernment, but there is a predominant 
right and that is the right of the 
rovernment to protect all of its peo- 
ple and to assert its power and ma- 
jesty against the challenge of any 
class.

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New York, December 2.—Encour- 
aging the sale of the lower-priced 
wheat flours and urging the pur- 
chase of ‘United States grain corpor- 
ation standard pure-wheat flour,” 
Julius H. Barnes, United States 
wheat director, tonight, in an open 
letter to the housewives of Amer- 
ica. asked that they co-operate in 
the adjustment of the present flour 
Situation. 

Mr. Barnes said that within the 
next two weeks the. government 


will place on the market “straight | 


flour, in small packages, at a nom- 
inal cost.” This flour, he asserted. 
was’ being sold 
“individual consumer 


supply this year.” 

The readaptation of the habits of 
“our flour consumers” is necessary, 
Mr. Barnes explained, because of the 
increase in flour and bread con- 
sumption and a “shrinkage in the 
crop yield of spring-sown hard 
wheats by 150,000,909 bushels and 
a corresponding increase in the 
vield of winter wheats.” 

He said this made jit necessary 
“for a balanced consumption, a 
shiftf#ne of part of the demand from 
one kind to the other.” 

Although flour production has in- 
creased in -this country in five 
months over 10,090,000 barrels above 
last vear, all of which has been 
either eaten or stored away, Mr. 
Barnes declared “our large crop of 
wheat will care for the increased 
consumption.” 

The new standard flour to be 
placed on the market by the gov- 
ernment. Mr. Barnes explained, will 
be sold “at about 75 cents” for one- 
sixteenth barrel (1214 pounds). The 
bureau of labor retail price reports 
indicated. he said, that for twenty 
months the average price of flour 
in this country for the same quan- 
tity had been 81 to 89 cents.”

Attorney General Palmer’s clean- 
cut statement of the government's 
attitude toward “the present fuel 
crisis leaves no room for doubt that 
the wisest course for the public to 
pursue is to stand pat behind Uncle 
Sam.

HUNGER STRIKES. 


Some days ago sixty-eight bol- 
sheviki, anarchists, I. W. W.’s and 
other red-seeing radicals of sundry 
and nondescript character, detained 
at Ellis Island while the authorities 
are determining which to deport 
and which to send to prison, called 
a “hunger strike.” 

They demanded their liberty in- 
stanter; and declared they would 
eat not a mouthful of food until 
they were at liberty. % 

The officials in charge did pre- 
cisely the right thing—by doing 
absolutely nothing, except t tender 
the prisoners their usual meals. 

This went on for four or five days, 
the hungry hunger-strikers getting 
nothin.., not even sympathy! 

Finally, Nature began to attain 
the upper hand of the spirit of per- 
versity, and one by one the “direct 
actionists” began to nibble at the 
regularly proffered food, and at last 
account all of the “strikers” had 
returned to work with knives and 
forks—and another “strike” was 
declared off! | 

As a general thing the policy fol- 
lowed by the Ellis Island authori- 
ties wili bring the desired results if 
rigidly adhered to—to the point of 
letting the hunger-‘striker” and not 
his keeper be the first to cry, 
“Hold’ enough!” 

There may be instances in which 


the rebellious prisoner is a zealot, 


to the point of insanity, therefore 
irresponsible, and wouiu die of 
starvation before yielding to Na- 
ture’s demand for food. 

But. as a rule those who finJl 
themselves in the Ellis Island de- 
tention station awaiting probable 
deportation are not people of such 
a temperament, but grossly defi- 
cient in sensibilities of pride or 
shame; and the best way to break 
a hunger strike among them is to 
simply keep before them the op- 
portunity of breaking it themselves. 


LOST BY IGNORANCE: 


A young man was hanged at 
New Orleans a few days ago for 
the murder of a policeman. 

He .udmitted his guilt, made no 
application for clemency, and the 
only extenuation he offered was 
that he had been réared in igno- 
rance. 

During his incarceration and 
while awaiting execution of the 
death penalty, he had applied him- 
self diligently to study, and upon 
the eve of the fatal day he declared 
that had he been educated he 
would not have been a criminal. 

There is a lesson in this. 

Statistics show 
whelming majority of the criminals

that an_ over-! 


annually put to death in this coun- | 


try, and of the inmates of our 
penal institutions, is composed 
either of illiterates or of persons 
woefully deficient in education. 
How. many of them would have 
been kept in paths of rectitude had 
they enjoyed educational advan- 
tages and made use of them, there 
is no way of knowing; but it is 
a safe assertion that not one of 
the minority can attribute his crim- 
inality and his plight to education. 

It is a pathetic thing to see a 
condemned criminal standing in 
the shadow of the gallows and de- 
claring that had he been started 
right and educated in youth he 
would not have drifted ,nto ways 
of crime; and the case of Louis 
Werner, the New Orleans murderer 
who paid the extreme eenalty, is 
sufficient to at least occasion deep 
thought in the mind of every cit- 
izen who is apathetic regarding ed- 
ucational development or who con- 
siders his personal finances in con- 
nection with the school system of 
his community and the promotion 
of anti-adult illiteracy work in his 
state.

Postmaster General Burleson is 
finding that the revenues of the 

740 s 

postotfice are so great that there is 
an opportunity for the reduction of 
postage on drop letters, that is, let- 
ters mailed for delivery within the 
postal limits of the office where 
they are mailed. Instead of paying 
< cents for the delivery in Seattle of 
a letter mailed in Seattle, Mr. Burle- 
son would give us that privilege for 
i cent. 

Any reduction 
times should, 
siastically welcomed, but there are 
features to the postal service which 
condition the offer so generously 
inade by our most popular post- 
master general. One of these 
ihat the service is wretched, and 
unother is that tke postai eni- 
ployees, On the Whole, are not paid 
what they deserve. ‘The postal em- 
ployees belong to the salaried class 
which has suifered during the war 
nore severely than any other, and if 
inere is any surplus in the postof- 
lice they should have it. Ve, of 
course, understand that Mr. Burle- 
son cannot call the postal employees 
in, like a private employer might, 
and notify them of a salary in- 
crease Or a.bonus, but he can ap- 
prove a bill to grant to employees 
uf his department a better income. 

The profit to the general public 
by the reduction of the postage on 
drop letters will be comparatively 
light, although some indirect bene- 
fit might come from a possible re- 
agquction in the cost of doing busi- 
ness. Business houses and profes- 
sional men use the postoffice 
communictaion in their 
the sending out of statements, cir- 
culars, etc. but the average indi- 
vidual spends very little money in 
mailing letters addressed “City.” 
if there is a profit to be made on 
these drop letters, Weythink it no 
more than fair that this profit go

employees of the department. 
It is possible, and even 


from this particular item of postal 
business is too small to be percepti- 
ble, spread on the pay rolis. That 
is often the case, and is the reason 
for the scant success that attends 
profit-sharing enterprises. If this 
be true, there is still opportunity to 
utilize this profit on the improve- 
ment of the servce. 

If the postoffice can stand a re- 
duction of fourteen million dollars

Wilson s Views on “Guarantees” as | | Dr. Garfield 's Polar Relef Expedition Goes 


Expressed at Conference 


By Frank H. Simonds. 

Many times during the discussion 
of the treaty of Versailles in the 
United States, references have been 
made to the extent and character of 
the guarantees the United States 
would give, by virtue of that docu- 
ment, to Various European ‘nations. 
On this subject Mr. WHson spoke 
many times in Paris, but, unfortu- 
nately, the record of the debates in 


the conference have never been pub- 
lished hitherto. 

Of all these addresses of the pres- 
ident, the most complete and im- 
pressive was that made on May 31, 
in a plenary session, 
down a doctrine, Which was declared 
by the members of the American 
uelegation at the time, to be one of 
the most important utterances of 
the whole conference, so far as 
American policy .was_ concerned. 
Contrary to the expectation of the 
moment, thiS speech Was.never made 
public. 

Through the courtesy of certain 
friends of mine in Paris 1 am now 
able to give my readers the presi- 


'dent’s speech in full, but subject to 


certain minor qualifications due to 
ihe Lact that my copy was in French, 
and thus the speech has been trans- 
jated first into #rench and then back 
into English. But I should add, my 
own copy is a transcript of the of- 
ficial French version, as the record 
was always kept in the two lan- 
guages. 

The circumstances of the presi- 
dent’s speech are of relatively minor 
importance. M. Bratiano and M. 
Trumbitch, representing Rumania 
and Serbia had protested against 
the section in the treaty with Aus- 
tria, Which compelled their coun- 
right of the 
Sreat powers to Intervene on 
; In point of fact both coun- 
tries. refused to sign the treaty and 
have not yet signed it, on this ac- 
count, but What is interesting to 
the American public is the state- 
ment by the president, of his con- 
ception of the extent to which Amer- 
ican guarantees would go, once the 
treaty had been accepted. For my 
own part I have never seen any- 
where so admirable and complete a 
definition of the president's views 
and spirit of the 
league of nations. 

Mr. Wilson's Words. 

Mr. Wilson’s words were 
lows: 

“I should be very sorry indeed if 
this session adjourned leaving in the 
mind of anyone the conviction that 
we have here expressed the idea 
that the great powers wish to im- 
pose their will upon the smaller na- 
tions out of any feeling of pride or 
arrogance. 1 want to call attention 
tO one aspect of this arrangement,

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New York, December 2.—Henry 
Clay Frick, pioneer ironmaster and 
one of the foremost art collectors 
in the United States, died suddenly 
at his Fifth avenue home here early 
today in his 70th year. 

For three weeks he had been suf- 
fering from ptomaine poisoning, but 
in a formal statement Issued late | 
today, his physician, Dr. Lewis A. 


Connor, asserted that “Mr. Frick 
for the past month had shown 
Symptoms of an organic affection 
of the heart, which presumably was 
the late result of the severe at- 
tacks of inflammatory rheumatism 
to which he was subject in earlier 
life.” Dr. Connor added that Mr. 
Frick died “in the midst of what 
feemed to be satisfactory improve- | 
ment in his condition.” 


The sudden passing of Mr. Frick! 
shocked Wali street, although it had | 
no appreciable effect on stock val- 
ues. Until the last Mr. Frick re- 
tained his interest in business and 
despite his years had frequently at- 
tended directors’ meetings. The last 
public function which he attended 
was the dinner given here in honor 
of King Albert.

the birth of Father Isaac Thomas 
Hecker, which will be observed on 
the 18th day of thts month. 

Father Hecker was the organizer 
of the order of Paulist Fathers and 
its first superior. He was also the 
founder of The Catholic World, the 
leading magazine of its kind. in the 
United States. His claims to fame. 
however, do not rest on these two 
facts, but on a much broader foun- 
dation—his work in behalf of the 
new Catholicism or the more liberal 
branch of the church, which has 
come to be Known as American 
was this work 
which brought Father Hecker inte 
wide prominence a little more than 
a quarter of a century ago and mada 
him the center of a controversy in 
Which Cardinal Gibbons, the late 
Archbishop Ireland and other emi- 
nent prelates in America, as well 
as the pope himself, were involved.

For 
the past months foreign ships for 
the most part have been permitted 
to get enough coal to carry them to 
the next coaling station and in 
some instances they have been per- 
mitted to coal to relieve the ex- 
port freight coniestion at north 
Atlantic ports.

Nobody seems to kKnow—at least, 
i nobody will take credit—who start- 
ed the drive against the cigarette, 
so Branch Rickey, of the St. Louis! 
Cards, is blamed generously be- 
cause the Cardinal boss has had a 
standing rule’against smoking Ci- 
garettes for the past few seasons. 
There is some doubt as to whether 
Rickey is able to enforce the rule, 
but such a rulé@ does exist in the 
Cardinal camp. 

Fred Mitchell, of the Cubs, re- 
| cently expressed himself clearly on 
' the matter. “I would prefer that]
